Town of Jonesport 
January 1, 1960 to December 31, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Jonesport has been completed for the municipal year 
ended December 31, 1960. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Assessor, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
Town. | 


Assets 


The cash balance of $6,984.26 was reconciled with 
the statement: furnished by the Merrill Trust Com- 
pany, Bangor, Maine. 

Other assets, including taxes, accounts receivable, 
tax liens and tax acquired property were reviewed. 
Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


Liabilities 
At the close of books at December 31, 1960, the only 
recorded liability was $190.11 in Accounts Payable. 
However, the town has contingent liabilities in the 


amount of $876.63 which consist of guarantee of pay- 
ments as follows:

Alton Blackwood & Son $349.00

Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the appropriation accounts 
shows a total amount of $12,050.80, representing ac- 
count balances which are carried forward to the en- 
suing year. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $9,967.27, a decrease of $1,515.94 for the year. This 
change was occasioned principally by excise taxes, 
supplemental taxes and overlay less excess of expendi- 
tures over available funds. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the Town revealed that the total amount of trust 
fund principals was $5,035.71, and unexpended income 
amounted to $1,335.54.

Scope of Audit 


Count of Cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts, vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increase or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipally were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions were properly adminis- 
tered. 
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Included in this report are exhibts and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at December 31, 1960 and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended,

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Jonesport: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to submit herewith 
my sixth annual report of the public schools of Jones- 
port for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1960. 

Last year, for the first time, a comparative budget 
schedule was printed for your consideration. It was 
hoped that a clearer picture of the school needs would 
be presented and more thoroughly understood through 
this schedule. I believe this was accomplished; there- 
fore, a comparative budget has been prepared again 
this year for your consideration. 

From the comparative budget schedule, you will 
notice that there is a balance of $6,206.90 in the School 
Account. This balance is due to the fact that all of 
the maintenance work that was planned for the 1960 
year was not completed, it was not necessary to pur- 
chase as many textbook replacements as anticipated, 
utilities were less, and that under Public Law 874 
financial assistance was received from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Public Law 874 states that any town who 
has students who are attending the public schools and 
whose parents are employed on certain federal prop- 
erties will receive a sum of money based upon the state 
or national per capita cost if the percentage of these 
students meets with the requirements of this law. As 
a result of this law and the fact that we had a large 
enough percentage of students in our schools whose 
parents were employed on the federal project at Cutler, 
the sum of $1,860 was received. The intent of this law 
was to assist the towns in increasing their educational 
offerings to the students through financial assistance. 

The amount of money the town receives each De- 
cember from the State Department is determined for 
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a period of two years by the legislature. This year in 
December the Town of Jonesport received $28,471. 
According to the latest information available, Jones- 
port should receive $32,906 for each of the school years 
1961 and 1962. This is an increase in educational sub- 
sidy of $4,485 for each year; however, this is depend- 
ent upon the action of the legislature which is now in 
— session. 

The Town of Jonesport presently employs nine ele- 
mentary teachers, six secondary teachers, a supervisor 
and teacher of music, a supervisor and teacher of phy- 
sical education, and a secretary in the office of the 
Superintendent of Schools—the cost of the secretary 
being prorated among the five towns in this school 
union. All of these teachers hold valid teaching certifi- 
cates. 

Robert L. Feeney of Jonesport, Maine, a graduate 
of Washington State Teachers College and teacher of 
physical science and mathematics at Jonesport High 
School, succeeded Conrad H. Peacock as principal of 
Jonesport High School. 

Robert L. Townsend of Eastport, Maine, a Bciliie 
of Brockton Business College and of the Auburn Maine 
School of Commerce, succeeded Ruby K. Dobbins as 
teacher of commercial subjects at Ha tond High 
School. : 

Gwendolyn H. Reed of Jonesport, Maine, a graduate 
of Washington State Teachers College, succeeding Con- 
rad H. Peacock as teacher of social sciences in Jones- 
port High School. 

June §. Allen of Columbia Falls, Maine, a graduate 
of the University of Maine, succeeded A. Carolyn Pea- 
cock as teacher of home economics at Jonesport High 
School. 

Clarence B. Reed of Jonesport, Maine, a graduate of 
Washington State Teachers College, succeeded Robert 
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Bb. Tweedie as supervisor and teacher of physical educa- 
tion in the Jonesport Schools.

Each year for the past five years and at a time when 
it seemed most desirable the Board of Education has 
endeavored to adjust the grades so that there would 
be one teacher for each grade in the elementary 
schools. In January 1961, as a result of public demand, 
the final change was made. Grades 1 and 2 of the West 
Jonesport and Cove Schools were reassigned so that 
now all of the odd numbered grades are at the West 
Jonesport School and all of the even numbered grades 
are at the Cove School. The Board of Education is 
pleased to know that you are satisfied with the past 
changes to the extent that you recommended the final 
change in assignment. It is their belief that this 
change will increase the offerings of the schools and 
prove of great advantage to the pupils. 

This year for the first time adult education courses 
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in typing, algebra, shorthand, English and home eco- 
nomics are being offered at Jonesport High School. 
These courses, under the direction of the high school 
teachers, are being given each Thursday evening for a 
12-week period. One-half the cost of the instruction 
for these courses will be paid by the State Department 
of Education. The Jonesport P. T. A., under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Mary L. Cummings of the Jonesport High 
School faculty and president of the P. T. A., should be 
given credit for the introduction of these courses. At 
the time of the writing of this report, there are 37 
people enrolled in the Adult Education Courses as fol- 
lows:7 in Algebra, 2 in English, 3 in Shorthand, 5 in 
Home Economics, and 20 in Typing. It is hoped that 
these courses meet with your approval to the extent 
that new or similar courses may be offered next year. 

From time to time reports are received from the 
citizens that the cost of transportation of school chil- 
dren is higher than when a contract carrier was em- 
ployed. I would like to offer you the following informa- 
tion taken from the official state reports hoping that 
this information will convince the public that the cost 
of transporting our school children is much cheaper 
than it would be if we hired a contract carrier. The 
official reports sent to the State Department of Educa- 
tion for the year ending July 1, 1956, which was the 
last year that the town hired a contract carrier, and 
for the year ending July 1, 1960, contains the follow- 
ing information.

The last year that a contract bus was used (1956), 
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it cost the town $4500 for the service. If a contract 
bus had been used thereafter the contract carrier fee 
would have been $5000 per year or more. It should 
be evident from the table above and from other ob- 
servations that the following is true. 


1. A greater number of pupils are being transport- 
ed. 


2. Transported students are arriving home earlier 
at night and are not leaving so early in the morn- 
ing. 7 


3. The town-owned buses are performing a greater 
service and at a saving of at least $700 per year. 


4. Cheaper and better transportation is being fur- 
nished for all school organized trips such as 
tournaments, basketball and musical activities. 


In computing the cost of $3,779.73 for transporta- 
_ tion for the year ending July 1, 1960, every expense 
was figured—this included $564.83 for each of the 
_ buses each year for depreciation ; or a total of $1,129.66 
_ per year for depreciation. Each year a specified amount 
_ should be placed in a special school bus account in order 
- that a new bus can be purchased when needed. The 
school committee cannot take any of its balances and 
place them in a school bus account without the approval 
of the people at a regular town meeting. I recommend 
- that an article be placed in the warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting to see whether the people will vote to 
raise and appropriate a specified amount of money each 
. year to be placed in a special school, bus account. 

For a number of years the Sawyer Motor Company 
of Jonesport has furnished a new Chevrolet automobile 
for the use of the Driver Education Course at Jones- 
-port High School. The committee wishes to extend 
their appreciation to Mrs. Elmer Sawyer for all the 
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help and consideration given to the Jonesport School 
Department by her late husband, Elmer Sawyer. 

This year, in order to continue our course in driver 
education, it became necessary to find another com- 
pany to furnish an automobile. We were very fortunate 
in securing, without cost to the town, a new 1961 Chev- 
rolet car from Bean and Conquest of Bangor for the 
school year ending July 1, 1961. It is felt that the 
townspeople of Jonesport should greatly appreciate the 
contribution made by- Bean and Conquest and that. if 
you ever have the opportunity you should express your 
sincere appreciation to them for furnishing a car for 
our Driver Education Program this year. 

This year the eyes of the pupils in both the Biscienes 
ary and secondary schools in this union were thor- 
oughly tested by a new machine that was purchased 
jointly by the towns-in this union. This machine, man- 
ufactured by the Keystone View Company, was. pur- 
chased at a cost of $268.18; Jonesport’s proportionate 
part of the cost being $88.51. During the fall term of 
school, 321 pupils were examined with this machine. 
There were 78 students found defective in eyesight 
and at the time this report is being written there have 
been 46 pupils who have had their eyes corrected as a 
result. of this test. Many of the teachers have reported 
that other corrections are to be made in the future. 

In the past the State Department of Health and Wel- 
fare (through the county nurse) has been carrying ouf 
an ear testing program. We have been advised that 
this part of their program cannot be continued without 
your help. Up to the present time the county nurse 
has been using the audiometer furnished by the State 
Department. It is understood that this machine, which 
they have been using, is worn out and will not be re- 
placed by the State Department. It is believed that 
with the eye testing machine we now have that a fine 
job is being done for the vision of your children, If

we are going to continue to do a better job, it is rec- 
ommended that an audiometer be purchased to be used 
within this school union. The cost of an audiometer 
would be approximately $500; Jonesport’s . propor- 
tionate part of the cost would be approximately $165. 

New band uniforms were purchased for the Senior 
Band -this year. The Volunteer Band Associates. and 
Geneva R. Church, Supervisor of Music, as well as the 
members of the Junior and Senior Bands, should be 
commended for their work in making: the purchase of 
these band uniforms possible. The Jonesport .School 
Bands have given numerous concerts this year and 
are now making plans to attend the Washington 
County Music Festival. 

Achievement tests were given to students in grades 
seven and eight last spring. Intelligence tests were 
given this fall to freshman high school students. Also, 
chemistry tests were administered last spring to the 
students taking chemistry at Jonesport High School. 

New health books were purchased for all of the ele- 
mentary grades this year. In the high school, new re- 
view algebra and trigonometry books, business training 
books, French II books and library books have been 
purchased. 

A duplicating machine was purchased this year for 
each of the elementary schools and a new gas stove 
was purchased for the home economics room at Jones- 
port High School to replace old equipment in these 
schools. 

Last summer new desk-chair units were purchased 
for Grade Three Room at the West Jonesport School. 
Desk-chair units should be purchased for Grade Five 
Room at the West Jonesport School this year, which 
should complete the need for new desks. 

Samples of water were collected this fall from the 
‘Cove, West Jonesport and High Schools. These sam- 
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ples were submitted to the State Division of Sanitary 
Engineering for a chemical and _ bacteriological: an- 
alysis. oe 

There are fourteen insurance policies which expire 
during the 1961 fiscal year. The insurance coverage 
on each of our school buildings is as follows: Cove 
School, $16,450; West Jonesport School, $11,000; and 
Jonesport High School, $60,000; or a total insurance 
coverage, all buildings considered, of $87,450. 

The Jonesport School Lunch Program has been in 
operation for thirteen years. The government reim- 
burses the program $.038 for each one-half pint of milk 
served to school children under this program. The pro- 
gram is operated on a non-profit basis and any amount 
made on the sale of milk is used to purchase straws - 
and other materials for the program. During the past 
year, there were 24,773 one-half pints of milk served 
to the students in the Jonesport Schools under this 
program. 

Repairs were made during the past year to the heat- 
ing elements at the Cove School, which is believed will 
cause an increased saving in fuel consumption at that 
school. 

For a number of years we have tried to have the 
walk from the gate to the doorstep at the West Jones- 
port School tarred, but have been unable to find anyone 
to do this work. It is hoped that this can be accom- 
plished this summer. 

Jonesport High School was built in 1937. Since that 
time very few repairs have been made to the exterior 
of the building. Work done in the past has been only 
superficial and of a temporary nature. At the present 
time, the roof flashing needs to be repaired; windows 
need to be repaired, caulked and painted; masonry on 
the southern wall needs to be painted; all cracks in the 
cellar walls need to be chipped out and replaced with > 
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grout; and loose mortar joints in the brick work should 
be pointed up—especially the western wall where it is 
believed that extensive work should be done. The fol- 
lowing estimate has been secured by the Superintend- 
ing School Committee to guide your decision. If the 
repairs are all made at one time, the cost will be $6,118. 
However, if the repairs are made separately, the cost 
will be as follows: painting masonry on southern wall, 
$295; window work, $3,362; exterior foundation work, 
$480; roof flashing work, $1,409.60; pointing up loose 
mortar joints in brick work, $2,130; or a total cost of 
$7,676.60. Therefore, if the work is all done at one 
time, it will be at a saving of over $1500. 

In concluding this report, I wish to thank the super- 
intending school committee, teachers, janitors and bus 
drivers for their efficient work and cooperation and to 
express my appreciation to the citizens of Jonesport 
for the support they have given our educational pro- 
gram.
